Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  3,  section  24  and  chapter  6,  section  8  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925,  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk  for  the  year  commencing  January  1,  1941  and  ending  December 
31,  1941,  together  with  miscellaneous  financial  tables  and  statistics. 

In  view  of  the  fact  this  report  marks  the  end  of  your  first  term  as  Mayor  I  have  deemed  it  desir- 
able to  comment  on  the  outstanding  fiscal  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the  past  four  years. 

Cash  Operations 
During  1941,  revenues  available  for  ordinary  maintenance  and  current  operation  purposes 
totalled  $80,990,861.53,  while  actual  expenditures  for  similar  purposes  totalled  $79,402,626.53.  The 
various  elements  contributing  to  these  totals  are  shown  in  Exhibit  B-2.  This  excess  of  $1,588,235.00 
in  receipts  over  expenditures  has  made  possible  a  reduction  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year  in  the 
accumulated  cash  deficit  of  the  City.  The  following  table  indicates  the  accomplishments  of  the  past 
four  years  in  this  respect : —

While  the  issuance  of  $11,000,000  overlay  deficit  funding  bonds  during  the  past  four  years 
has  been  a  material  factor  in  the  improvement  of  the  cash  position  of  the  City  shown  in  the  foregoing 
table,  it  is  evident  from  the  following  debt  summary  that  this  issue  of  funded  debt  has  been  absorbed 
by  reductions  in  issues  of  other  types  of  funded  debt,  so  that  the  over-all  funded  debt  of  the  City 
has  been  reduced  during  the  period. 

Debt  Operations 
During  1941  the  outstanding  debt  of  the  City  was  reduced  $4,973,571.17.     This  reduction 
added  to  sinailar  decreases  made  in  the  first  three  years  of  your  administration  represents  a  total 
debt  reduction  of  $20,099,034.07  in  four  years.    The  details  of  this  total  reduction  are  shown  in  the 
following  table :

Departmental  Maintenance  Expenditures 
Departmental  expenditures  chargeable  to  budget  appropriations  during  1941  totalled  $59,852,- 
545.96,  or  $293,941.72  less  than  budget  expenditures  in  1937.  This  relatively  snaall  over-all  decrease, 
however,  does  not  reflect  the  extent  of  maintenance  savings  accomplished  during  the  period,  since, 
as  indicated  in  the  following  table,  increased  W.  P.  A.,  Snow  Removal  and  Federal  Food  Stamp  re- 
quirements offset  savings  of  $1,579,044.82  made  in  ordinary  departmental  operations.

Tax  Collections. —  In  1941  the  highest  percentage  of  collections  of  real  and  personal  property 
taxes  in  eleven  years  was  established  as  well  as  the  best  record  since  1932  in  the  collection  of  the  prior 
year's  levy.     The  following  table  indicates  the  advances  secured  in  the  matter  of  collections  in  four 
years.

Water  Service  Operations. — For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  receipts  of  the  Water  Service 
in  1941  exceeded  expenditures,  the  actual  surplus  being  $639,584.02.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
operation  surpluses  in  this  Service  during  the  four  years  of  your  administration  totalled  $2,358,201.86, 
whereas  in  the  four  years  prior  to  1938  operating  expenses  of  the  Service  exceeded  receipts 
by  $434,013.67. 

Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  Operations. — In  1941,  expenditures  for  maintenance  and  debt  require- 
ments of  the  Traffic  Tunnel  exceeded  receipts  from  tunnel  tolls  by  8158,731.40.  As  indicated  in  the 
following  table  this  is  the  smallest  operating  deficit,  with  one  exception,  since  the  opening  of  the  tunnel.
